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On March 7, 1974, MATTHEWS discussed the idea of 
a future penetration of government and vital industries so when 
the revolution comes, the RU could cripple both the government 
and industry. 


On the March 10, 1974 MATTHEWS discussed a United 
Front among the working class (proletariat) against imperial- 
ism. The RU plans to lead this United Front to a dictatorship 
of the proletariat where workers rule. The five spearheads or 
points of unity in the United Front are: 1) the struggle for 
National liberation (blacks) 2) the struggle against imperialist 
ageression 3) struggle against facism 4) struggle against women 
oppression 5) and unite the prolitariat. 


On the March 17, 1974 meeting, MATTHEWS stated as 
soon as DCRU members finish their study session, he would 
like them to begin work in factories, uniting the workers. 


On the March 21, 1974 meeting, MATTHEWS spoke of 
forming an Attica Brigade (AB) chapter at American University, 
WDC after study sessions were over, presently, there is no 
AB chapter at American U. Also within a year, RU nationally, 
will be forming a party.

According to first source, Matthews spoke of the 
following themes to the members of the DCRY: 

-Matthews brought up the need for security measures 
against the Police in Washington, D.C. (WDC) by encouraging 
different locations for each meeting, such as members homes. 
He also encouraged the need for the formation of a newspaper. 
"rort 4 eagh? 7thke tea tote the nowspaper called "The Spark", 
out of Montgomery County and make it into a working class 
paper like Baltimore RU'ts "On the Line". “fhe Spark" will 
follow the RU line, but it will not be billed as an RU 
paper. The DCRU would be responsible for publishing and 
distributing the newspaper.

Matthews described the different types of membership 
in the RU. First, open, where everyone both inside and outside 
the RU knows the individual is an RU member. Second, closed, 
where the RU member is known only to other RU members, and 
lastly, secret, an individual known only to certain RU members. 
An example of the secret type of membership would be RU mem- 
hoor ocwoentice jn the military, Communist Party, and those 


"who have security clearances. 


Matthews discussed the idea of a future penetration 
by DCRU members into sovernment and vital industries, but 
Snitially he would like these members to obtain work in fac- 
tories and unite the workers. Matthews feels by uniting the 


-workers the RU has accomplished one of the five spearheads for 


the United Front. The other four are giving support to blacks 
in their struggle, the struggle against imperialist ageression, 
struggle against fascism, and the struggle against women 
oppression. 


Matthews would like the formation of an Attica Brigade 
(AB) Chapter at American University, WDC. Matthews also pre- 
dicted within the year, RU, nationally, will be forming a party. 


The AB is. a-student based organization founded 

in New York (‘City in the Fall of 1971. The AB 
considers itself to be an anti~imperalist organi- 
zation which views "U.S. imperialism as the main 
enemy of the people of the world". The RU has 
significantly infiltrated the AB and plays a 


major role in the AB policies, decision, and activities.

The D.C. Revolutionery Union will continue to discuss “On Ehe Move” 
as nO ceCision was reached on what should be done to correct the 
proolem. 


the July i-4, 1974 Vietnam Veterans Against the War/ 
Winter Soldier Organization demonstration, which is being held 
in Washington, D.C., was bricily discussed by CRAIG SIMPSON and 
TED FALE. SIMPSON stated that he Had been at the VVAW/WSO 
encampment on July 1, 1974, and the police had massed as if to 
attack, bur no confrontation occurred. Jhe Encampment is located 
in Lafayette Park, Washington, D.C. but the permit does not allow 
sleeping on the site. SIMVSON stated chat che VVAW/WSO 
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demonstrators consisted of a large number of Revolutionary 
Union members. The Revolutionary Union has targeted the 
July 4, 1974 rally as a project for building the veter Ss! 
movement. PALK stated that the local chapter of VVAW/WSO 
had been Lealletling anc bul HG the demonstration so at 
least 1,000 people are expected.

On August 5, 19/74, there was a dinner held 
by the Revolutionary Union (RU) before a speech by the 
RU National Central Committee (NCO) chiarman BOB AVAKIAN. 
The dinner was held at CRAIG SIMPSON's apartment, 5714 
16th Avenue, #304, Chillum, Maryland, and the speech 
was @iven at American University, Ward Circle Building, - 
Ward |, Washington, D. C. (WDC). 


The RU's purpose in holding the August 5 dinner 

was to allow Certain individuals a chance to talk with 

BOB AVAKIAN about building a mew communist party. KAIHY ‘ 
SMilW (W/E, 515", 140, about 25 years) stated she represented 
NAM (New American Movement) and she presented a number 

Of questions of the difference between NAM and RU. SMITH 
claimed that NAM was a socialist mass type party and 
explained that she had attended the July 11-14, 1974 

NAM national convention, Lexington, Kentucky. HAKIM 

(LNU) (N/M, 6'2', 180 pounds, afro, full beard, reddish- 
brown complexion) asked auestions concerning the racial 
makeup of RU, and its policies on black people. BOB AVAKIAN 
answered Dy saying that he would not reveal even the 
percentage of “third world’’ people in RU but stated thar 

RU is attracting more third world ro 


FRED SOLLOWAY stated he was a member of the 
National Lawyers Guild (NLG) working on the Grand Jury 
investigation project of NLG. SOLLOWAY asked a few 
questions about KU's policy on building a party. 


After the dinner ended at approximately 7:30 
p.m., all the people at the dinner, except KAITHY SMIIHER, 
HAKIM, And a W/M went to hear BOB AVAKIAN's speech. 


The BOB AVAKIAN speech was given in Ward 1, 
Ward Circle Building, American University, WDC, Erom 8:00 
to 10:50 p.m. tlhe subject of the address was the ''Road 
to a Revolutionary Communist Party’, which was basically 
a rehash of the RU’s booklet Red Papers 6. A smmary of 
the speech's main topics is as follows: 


This country needs a single stage revolution 
Jed by a Communist Vanguard Party, Jhis revolution will 
consist of armed workers (led by the RU Communist Party) 
S€lzing state power and settling up a dictatorship of the 
proletariat. This classless society will have to be established 
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by a violent overthrow of our current government since 
the U. S. rulline class will not relinquish their power. 
AVAKIAN stated that RU believes that the Revolution 

is not imminent but the need for a Communist Party is 
an immediate necessity. &8U believes that this New 
Communisty Party can be established at this time since 
the proletariat is now militant and ready for this 
party. 


AVAKIAN criticized the Communisty Party of the 
United States of America (CPUSA), which BRU claims has 
sold out the workers movement. AVAKIAN critized two 
Maoist groups, the October League (OL) and the Communist 
League (CL) for retarding the development of the new 
Communist Party. Ob was using a (left error’ in organizing 
Since they ‘subverted’ (down played) their politics 
in Organizing workers. The Communist League (CL) AVAKIAN 
claimed was using a “right error’ since CL uses ai 
incorrect line on the national question (Blacks, Chicanos, 
etc.). [his CL vevisionism is much more dangerous 
than OL's line as more potential communists are being 
misied. 


AVAKIAN cited the RU’s 'line”’ as being correct 


in both theory and practice although it still is not 
perfect. The RU line has been applied in RU's mass work 
for over two years according to AVAKIAN so 1t now appears 
that the RU's efforts should be directed to establishing. 
a Communist Party. AVAKIAN stated that RU believes that 
Blacks in the U. S. are 4 nation but a proletarian 

mation of a new type. the RU’s position is that while 
Blacks suffer plice repression, discrimination, job in 
security, racism, etc., Blacks should not secede and form 
a new Black nation in the South. CL believes that Blacks 
and some whites will form a New Black nation in the 
South. 8U wants the Blacks to join with the white 
workers to form a multinational Communist Party. 


AVAKIAN answered a number of questions following 
the speech: 


A W/M asked about the need for violence to 
Overthrow the government. AVAKIAN answered by saying 
that he would not say ‘anything directly on that in front 
of this audience.’ AVAKIAN did State that RU belicves 
in the need for a single stage revolution by an armed 
proletariate. He also stated that people should have 
arms for ‘self-defense.’ 
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PHIL HILL asked why NAM OY a social democratic 
poe was opposed so Heavily by QU and then he stated that 
the NAM versus RU line would break up groups like VVAW/ 
WSO, AVAAIAN stated that NAM was reformist not revolu= 
tionary and that Ve would benefit from this in the 
long run. 


AVAKIAN answered a question about RU from 
a W/P who accused the organization of being male dominated 
and sexist. the woman stated that she favored the Equal 
Rights Amendment (ERA) to the Constitution. AVAKIAN 
answered the question by saying RU had women in the highest 
leadership levels so it was not male dominated. AVAKIAN 
cited the lack of veal reform as the reason RU cpposes 
the ERA in that women lose all the protective rights 
that ‘women workers have fought for and won.’ 


A Black man asked about the number of Blacks 
in RUN, and in RU leadership. AVAKIAN gave the same 
reply to the Black male as he had given ¥O HAKIM at the 
dinner earlier. 


Security at the speech consisted of a pat down 
search by RU members of all the persons attending the 
speech. All bags, cases, and handbags were searched by 
RU members and a dollar donation to''pay expenses was 
requested.’ No weapons were observed nor were any weapons 
found. A blackjack was observed in SI)/PSON's living 
room which Was near a blue suitcase during the pre speech 
dinner.

DAVE MATINEWS 


lt was overheard MATTHEWS stated that MAXINE 
DASHOFF (Baltimore RU) had ordered in €150 worth of Marxist 
Literature for the August 6, 19/74 Baltimore appearance 
of AVAKIAN. MATIHEWS also stated that people from Youth 
Organization for Black Unity, African Liberation Support 
Committee, and Ethiopian Student Association attended 
the Washineton, D. C. speech. 


About 90 people attended this meeting. 


The attached literature was obtained. 
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August 20, 1974 


On August 4, 1974, there was a Revolutionary 
Union (RU) meeting at CRAIG SIMPSON's apartment, 5714 
16th Avenue, #304, Chillum, Maryland, which began at 
approximately 10:00 p.m. and ended at 12:05 a.m. The 
primary reason for this RU meeting was to handle arrangements for 
a speech by BOB AVAKIAN. AVAKIAN is the chairman of the 
RU National Central Committee and he is to speak on the 
need to build a new Communist Party. 


AVAKIAN was scheduled to fly into Washington's 
National Airport on August 5, 1974 at 8:00 a.m. along 
with DEBBIE LNU (a National Central Committee member 
from New York City), the "Old Man” (thought to be LEIBEL 
BERGMAN) and three other people. 


LEE LNU (W/M, 5'8', 155 pounds, brown hair, 
blue eyes , approximately 26 years old) and SHELIA LNU 
(W/F, 5'4’, 115 pounds, short brown hair, wire-rim glasses, 
boyish face, about 26 years of age) attended the August 4, 
1974 meeting. LEE and CHRIS are the advance people who 
make the necessary arrangements for the AVAKIAN speeches. 
LEE mentioned that he was 4 printer in New York, and _ 
he also stated he was the RU representative at the May 
Day 1971 demonstration in Washington, D. C. SHELIA of 
Boston, Massachusetts, stated she worked with On the  . 
Line’’ in New Hampshire, (the “On the Line’ is a different 
OTL than the RU paper in Baltimore which has the same 
name.) Both subjects claimed that they had driven in 
from Boston via New York on August 4, 1974. 


The planning session consisted of who would 
vee AVAKIAN, which groups would have separate meetings 
with the RU people accompaning AVAKIAN, security and 
sleeping arrangements. 


ALEX AJAY told LEE that YOBU (Youth Organization 
for Black Unity) and ALSC (African Liberation Support 
Committee) would be at one meeting, the Iranian Student 
Union and the Ethiopian Student Association at another 
meeting. The YOBU-ALSC meeting is to be held at 3:30 

p-em. in a house near the Asia Books and Periodicals, 

1826 Columbia Road, Washington, D. C. The ISU-ESA meeting 
will be at 2:00 p.m. in the Asia Books rear office. |

CRAIG SIMPSON stated that he had been working 
on a meeting with the Washington Chapter of Vietnam 
Veterans Against The Wer/Winter Soldier Organization 
ee} however, he would have to check with TERRY 
(SELZER) for a time and place. SIMPSON further related 
that he was going to hold a chill dinner at his residence 
on August 5, 1974 and RU members and invited guests are 
welcomed. 


Security was stressed by LEE LNU who stated 
that the es force should have weapons like a base 
ball bat, a blackjack, etc. SIMPSON stated he would 
bring a heavy wrench, MATTHEWS mentioned having a roll 
of nickels in a fest as a weapon. MAIHEWS then stated 
that the Washington DCRU and the Baltimore RU should obtain ~ 
munchocks. Nunchocks are two sticks about 1 inch thick 
which are held together by a length of rope or chain. 


LEE stated that the security people will frish 
everyone entering as a precaution. He seemed concerned 
that another leftist group or the police would attack 
the meeting. The two new left groups mentioned were 
NCLG (National Caucus of Labor Committees }) and YAWF 
(Youth Against War and Fascism); however, TED FALK discounted 


any problems. _ 


LEE stated that DCRU should have people in the 
audience who should raise favorable RU questions after an 
RU question is asked. MATTHEWS stated that Baltimore RU 
eos would do this as well as help with the security 
work. 


_After the speech, MATTHEWS is to bring the RU people 
to Baltimore where the tentative plans are to have them 
spend August 5 and 6, 1974. 


The following was learned from DAVE MATTHEWS: 


MAXINE DASHRKOFF, a Baltimore RU member, was 

fired from her job at Eastern Products, Columbia, Maryland, 
because she led a walkout after JEFF (BIGELOW) a YAWF member 
was fired. MATTHEWS stated that GREG DUNKEL and other 
Washington, D. C. YAWF members have moved to Baltimore along 
with the entire Wilmington, Delaware YAWF chapter. The 
reason he gave for the YAWF people coming to Baltimore is 

to recruit workers into YAWF. 


LEE passed a copy of Prarie Fire’, a book b 
the Weather underground, which is listed as being printed by: 


Dragon Fire Printing Collective. LEE claimed he knew where 
Shoes was printed indicating it was produced in New 
York. 


DAVE MATTHEWS was overheard telling LEE that 
the August 6, 19/4 meeting in Baltimore on forming a Bureau 
would be held in the mid afternoon. [t is believed that 
this Bureau is a news Bureau for RU's Revolution newspaper 
as it is supposed to become a bimonthly paper. MATTHEWS .- 
stated that people from the Baltimore RU newspsper ‘On The 
Line” along with a person from the Black Workers Congress 
would attend the meeting.
